1. The Cost Estimates Committee does not contemplate the develop- 
ment of any emergency plans as the members of this Committee do not 
consider the work performed "by the Committee absolutely essential during 
the period of a real emergency. 

2. This Committee is primarily concerned with the production of a 
coordinated annual estimate of foreign intelligence costs which is based 
upon individual estimates prepared and submitted to the Committee by the 
reporting agencies of the USIB. 

3. The members of the Cost Estimates Committee are, for the most 
part. Individuals whose primary activity Is concerned with the fiscal and 
related problems of the agencies they represent. If, under emergency 
conditions, cost estimates data on a community basis were needed, it 

Is believed that the Committee members could develop the individual 
estimates required and transmit them to some central point for inte- 
gration by use of whatever normal communication channels were available.
